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Draft issue splits ca

According to a poll of 468 Hartnell 
students taken in 15 classrooms, 
there is slight opposition to registra- 
tion and greater opposition to the 
registration of women for the draft. 
President Jimmy Carter has al- 
ready submitted an executive order 
to revive registration of males and 
females for the draft. This act needs 


no legislative approval — however, - 


bills must be passed to get the 
funding for the registration and to 
give congress the ability to register 
women. : 

The Sentinel poll indicated that 
age was a very important factor in 
consideration of registration. 

In the under 19 age group (58 
percent against) and the 19 to 20 
age grooup (61 percent against) the

sentiment was against registration 
while in the 21-28 age g@foup (55 
percent for) and over 28 age group 
(71 percent for) there was support of 
registration. 

Sex also was a determining factor 
in the registration question. 

Males in general opposed the 
registration of both men and wo- 
men. However, women supported 
the registration of males (45 percent 
to 43 percent) and opposed the 
registration of women (41 percent to 
48 percent 2 

Reflecting the anti-registration 
feelings on campus, the Student 

Activist: Club (SAC) and Students 
for a Libertarian Society (SLS) are 
planning to have an anti-draft rally 
on Tuesday, March 4 and, in the 
meantime, are coalescing with 
peace groups, religious groups, and 
other campus organizations. 

So far no organization has come 
out in active support of registration 
on campus. However, as seen by the 
Panther Sentinel Poll, there is pre- 


registration sentiment by some seg- . 


ments of the student population on 

campus. : 
“1 was in the service and I’m 70 

years old,’’ Everett Weaver, Mon- 


terey County Republican Central 
Committee representative, in re- 
sponse to reinstatement of registra- 
tion, ‘‘and | am for it.’’ Weaver said 
he spoke for about 80 percent of the 
Republican Central Committee staff 
in stating, ‘‘We have no alternative 
-- Russia has shown her colors.’’ 

He believes that America must 
return to the policy of ‘’speaking 
softly and carrying a big stick.’’ He 
added, ‘‘Russia is our enemy.’’ 

The anti-draft rally scheduled for 
March 4 is still in its planning 
stages. However, an American Civil 
Liberties Union attorney, a Resource 
Center for Non-Violence representa- 


tive and Dean Brock, a member of 


the Army reserve, are scheduled to 
speak. Speakers from SLS and other 
organizations will also participate. 

Last year on May 1 SAC and SLS 
sponsored a rally on campus against 
nine draft and registration proposals 
that were in, congress at the time. 
Over 100 students attended. 

“Both SAC and SLS are not trying 
to espouse a particular ideology,’’ 
SAC. spokesperson Regina Costa 
stated. ‘‘Instead we oppose the 
draft and registration for two rea- 
sons: first it is a decision that 
should be made by the individual. 
And we feel there are doubts as to 
the. validity of national security 
arguments.’’ 

Costa continued by saying, ‘‘Per- 
sonally, | do not feel that it is right 
for an individual to serve two years 
of their life for Exxon or Chase 
Manhattan Bank.’’ 


SAC is also working as a referral 
service for a draft counseling semi- 
nar to be held in San Francisco on 
March 1. 


According to U.S. Representative 
Leon Panetta (D-Carmel Valley), an 
opponent of registration, registra- 
tion is not he important question 
that should be asked. 


In an interview he stated that 
‘the draft apnears to have become a 
symbol,’’ however, ‘‘It is not an 
important enough symbol.

kind of draft should we have? 
military only or national service? 
mandatory or voluntary serviice? or 
should both men and women be 
included?’ 

Using registration as a symbol, 
Panetta concluded, is ‘’playing 
games with the Russians; we need 
a more comprehensive system.’’ 

The executive order submitted: by 
the president to bring back registra- 
tion would require all males and 
females born in 1960 and 1961 to 
register. Panetta feels ‘‘it (funding 
for the registration of males) will 
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pass both the house and the 
senate.’’ 

However, Panetta believes the 
debate over the registration of 
women is: much more complicated. 
At first he felt it would not pass; 
however, he now feels from his talks 
with other House of Representative 
members that it has a ‘’50-50 
chance’’ of passage. 

Carter’s registration plan, if put 
into effect, would work differently 
than in the past. There would be no 
draft cards - all you would do was go 
down to the post office and fill out a 
form (name, age, and address).

Chicano Studies discipline proposed 


The possibility that Hartnell may 
have a Chicano Studies discipline in 
the near future is increasing. 

At a Feb. 5 governing board 
meeting, dean of humanities and 
social science Dr. Manuel Rivera 
presented an overview of Chicano 
Studies as a discipline for considera- 
tion and later, board action. 

In arecent interview, Dr. Rivera 
said that Hartnell College offers 
seven courses, but the courses are 
not coordinated, Part of the reason 
for that is most courses are taught 
by part-time instructors, and are 
placed under many different disci- 
plines, he said. 

Dr. Rivera has proposed a new 


instructor, who would go out into 
the community for input, who would 
head the program. ‘‘We have some 
faculty that can teach some of the 
courses,’’ said Dr. Rivera. ‘‘But we 
would have the faculty member (in 
charge) of working with the com- 
munity. He may find that we need 
courses (with a Chicano Perspective) 
in drugs, in child abuse, or in 
health.’’ 

Dr. Rivera said that opposition to 
Chicano Studies programs at the 
college level is breaking down some- 
what. Most California State Univer- 
sities and Colleges include Chicano 
Studies as discipline, as do the 
University of California campuses. 


The Chicano. studies program 
would include the Chicano perspec- 
tive in college classes. But the 
courses are not for Chicanos exclu- 


‘sively, Dr. Rivera said. 


Dr. Rivera said he hopes to ‘‘pull 
it all together as a discipline by fall 
or spring.’’

harmless but necessary tasks. Not so. Govern- 
ment employees have dreamed up two question- 
naires: a ‘’short’’ form containing 19 questions, 
and a ‘‘longer’’ version containing 46 additional 
questions (54 total.) Ten percent of the public will 
be visited by census-employees, hired specifically 
for this purpose. All 270,000 of them. 

All. of the answers to the questions are 
confidential, they say. But the information will 
become public-April 1, 2052. 

Some of the more intriguing questions on the - 
census questionnaire include: : 

-- Did you leave anyone out of Question 1 
because you were not sure if the person should 
be listed? 

--How many bathrooms do you have? 

--If this person is a female - How many babies 
has she ever had, not counting stillbirths? 

If these questions seem personal, they are. 
Unfortunately the option to not answer is not 
listed. Some questions offer as many as 12 
alternatives. Others offer confusing questions (if 
car, truck, or van in 24b, go to 24c. Otherwise, 
skip to 28.) 

Penalties for not answering or evading census- 
takers range from fines to imprisonment. 

But you'll still have to answer the questions.

From whichever end of the court 
you care to look at it, Hartnell is 
involved in two hellacious basketball 
seasons. 

Both the men’s and women’s 
teams grabbed victories over Gavi- 
lan last weekend, and each win gave 
a considerable boost to their respec- 
tive spots in the Coast Conference 
standings. The men’s 62-48 defeat- 
of the Rams, combined with 
Ohlone’s 68-59 win over Skyline, 
kicked the Panthers into sole pos- 
session of second place, which they 
previously shared with Skyline. 

The women, meanwhile, set two 
Hartnell records in blowing Gavilan 
off the court 66-52,/That victory tied 
the Panthers with Monterey Penin- 
sula College for third place in the 
Conference chase, and could prove 
to be the spark to a home court 
advantage in the Shaughnessey 
Playoffs, which begin Feb. 29. 

““We’re looking to be tied for 
second and win the coin toss (with 
Gavilan) for the home court,’’ said 
women’s coach Ellie Spier. She 
smiled, adding, ‘‘We want every- 
thing.’”’ 

The men will be playing one game 
and watching another (hopefully not 
at the same time) tomorrow night. 
when Cabrillo comes to town for a 
7:30 contest. When the final buzzer 
sounds, their minds will go to 
Monterey, where the league-leading 
and still undefeated Lobos will be 
playing third-place-Skyline. 

Logically, though, the Panthers 
are reasonably secure. The confer- 
ence title is within reach - barely, 
but the way the Shaughnessey 
Playoffs are structured, second or 
third isn’t Siberia either. In the 
playoffs, the second and third place 
teams get home court advantages in 
the opener. Second place hosts fifth 
and third hosts fourth March 1, then 
the winners fight it out March 5 at 


the highest finisher’s home floor. 
Gavilan falls twice 

John Zeigler’s 21 points led Hart- 
nell to a 62-48 victory over hapless 
Gavilan last Saturday at Gilroy. Tom 
Perkins added 15, and the two 
combined with Ed Scheff to provide 
a formidable front line defense. The 
Rams’ Lazaro Luna, the fifth leading 
scorer in the Coast Conference, was 
held to 16 points, his average. 

The women played their best 
game of the year by far in downing 
the Rams 66-52. The Panthers’ 45 
first half points (to Gavilan’s 22) and 
22 field goals were Hartnell records 
for one half. 

Martha Getris led the Panthers 
with 21 points and hauled down 28 
rebounds, increasing her rebound 
average to 11 per game, sixth in the 
state. Millie Reese and_ Julie 
Mendez’ each had 13 points and 
Laura Piazza hit 12. 

Hartnell employed a box-and-one 
defense to stop Maureen McAvoy, 
the leading scorer in Division II, for 
the first 11 minutes of the game. 
McAvoy finished with 24 points, but 
only got off two shots in those 11 
minutes while the Panthers ran off 
and hid with a 25-6 lead.

The women’s team moved into a tie 
for second place in the Coast Con- 
ference by a 63-42 win over Skyline. 
Hartnell now holds a 3-3 record. 

Martha Getris paced the attack with 
16 points and Julie Mendez and Laura

The men failed to take advantage of 
MPC’s first loss in 23 games, falling to 
Skyline 83-60 in San Bruno. 

John Zeigler was high for the Pan- 
thers with 14 points while Terry Hay 
had ‘10. The loss knocked Hartnell into 
a tie for second with Skyline, both at 8 
and 3.

But the men were not without 
highlights, as Phil Trask, Hartnell’s 
answer to Houston McTear, brought 
home two firsts. 

Raugust won the long jump 
(15-0), high jump (5-9) and 100 
meter low hurdles (16.1) and was 
second in the shot put and 400 low 
hurdles. 

Trask took honors ins the 100 
(10.3) and 200 meters (21.3). Tom 
Peterson (javelin) and Mike Bobick 
(pole vault) got the only other men’s 
firsts. Steve Fink tied the top mark 
in the high hump at 6-6 but finished 
second due to more misses.

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Black History Mon 


Two forums and a concert led off 
the first half of Black History Month 
- 1980 last week. 

Four black career women dis- 
cussed professions with an audience 
of about 30 Feb. 13. 

Career consultant Jo Heningburg 
of Pacific Grove stressed the need 
for planning in a choice of college 
majors and careers. Heningburg 
said more people, especially blacks, 
are finding out that changing jobs 
frequently ‘‘is not such a bad idea.”’ 
She and Hartnell counseior Susan 
Virdier agreed that better education 
for blacks is needed. 

Virdier said that an attittude that 
black children are unable to advance 
and achieve has dominated the 
school system. Virdier said that 
blacks are in need of role models in 
the school system. 

Assistant dean of student affairs 
at Stanford Law School Ledoris 
Cordell said black women’s efforts 
in the 80s will need support from 
black men. Black people need to 
unify, in the 80's; ‘‘it’s got to be a 
joint effort.’’ Cordell, who is also a 
lawyer in the mostly black east Palo 
Alto area, said that blacks and black 
women in particular should begin to 
get into the legal profession and 
politics. 

Pearl Carey, politician and pro- 
gram coordinator for the Monterey 
Unified School District, said that the 
participation of blacks in the politi-

“‘NAost black women don’t have a role model to sit 
down with them and talk about careers,’’ said Cindy 
Obenchain. 

Obenchain is coordinator of Women’s Programs 
and a Hartnell counselor. She has coordinated some 
of the programs for Black History Month on 
campus. Obenchain says career counseling helped 
her to recognize her skills and put them to use. 

Obenchain received her bachelor of arts degree in 
social work at San Francisco State College. During 
her senior year there, Obenchain remembers 
thinking, ‘‘Oh my God, I’m going to be out of school 
and | don’t have any marketable skills, or at least | 
didn’t recognize them. ‘‘! got some career counsel- 
ing and then decided to go to graduate school and 
applied to the master’s program of counseling. It’s 
important for black women to have clear in mind 
what their goals are, to sit down and write it out,’’ 
she said. 

Of the Feb. 13 forum, Obenchain said, ‘’! was 
pleased with the turnout of women to hear the 
dynamic speakers on Black Women in the ’80s. It’s 
so important for black women to develop a strong 
positive concept of themselves,’’ said Obenchain. 
“Black women haven’t been thought of as being 
pretty in this society.’’
